1 An IDS (paper no. 7) and a response (paper no 8) have been filed resp. 
on August 05, 2002 and January 29, 2003. 

2. Claims under examination are still 1-5. 

3. Applicants' argument against the rejection of claims 1-5 (set forth) in item 3 
of prior office action paper no. 6) are persuasive. The said rejection is therefore 
now withdrawn. 

4. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action 
can be found in a prior Office action. 

5. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Konig et al (USP 6060573) in view of Ishiguro et al (USP 5688890) 

(Konig has been cited in earlier office action). 

Konig discloses polyisocyanates blocked with CH-acidic esters (abstract). 
A coating composition (col. 5, lines 35-55) discloses a hydroxy-functional 
copolymer. Suitable blocking agent is malonic acid diethyl ester (sol. 3, lines 15- 
16). A film of coating can be applied to glass (col. 5, line 57). 

Konig does not mention (claimed) tetravalent titanium compound/s. 

Ishiguro discloses thermoplastic polyurethane composition. A titanium- 
based esterification catalyst is used in the manufacture of polyurethane (col. 4, 
lines 64-67). One suitable catalyst is tetra-n-butyl titanate (col. 5, lines 9-19; col. 
28, lines 34-36).

It would therefore have been obvious to add a tetravalent titanium 
compound (of Ishiguro) in the coating composition of Konig in order to impart 
excellent modability to that composition together with high productivity as well as 
uniformity.
